Make 8 Charges 

The Symphony Club and the Lit- 
erary Clitb, through their presi- 
dents, made the following charges: 

1. The proponed "hoard" has 
never met, and therefore has 
had no authority to apeak for 
member groupn. 

2. Betsy Votes has never been 
pamed chairman of the hoard 
by a majority of the groupa. 

8. Neither Miss Yates nor the 
Student Council waa Justified In 
providing for diatrlhution of 
the $800 without consulting the 
concerned member groups. 

4 Member Groups 
Groups which were to hnvr been 
members of Ihe board Include the 
Symphony Club. Literary Club. Cue 
and Curtain, and Orchesls.

anti-Seniitism is raising its nasty head in Europe. The movement 
dominates Hitler's Germany. It is sweeping Italy, Poland, Ru- 
mania and dismehvbered Czechoslovakia. Even -In France, "the 
homeland of Liberty,” which today hovers on the brink of revolu- 
tion angry muttering® against the Jews are heard on every hand 
and outbreaks appear,. imminent. Not since the Russian progroms 
of the 80's, when the government launched a project to exterminate 
one-third of its Hebrew citizens, to force the emigration of a second 
third and to Christianize the remainder, h^s the world witnessed 
such methodical persecution, deliberate barbarism and fiendish* 
atrocities as tnark everyday life in central, Europe todayl The 
outbreak of anti-Semitism in Imperial, Russia, with its ignorant 
and degraded masses, is at 'feas^ understandable, for ignorance 
always breeds intolerance. But that it should reappear? in our 
own time, in suefe progressive lands as Germany and Italy, is well- 
nigh incredible and Americans are recoiling in horror at the trahs- 
At Ian tic spectacle. 

Yet, ironically enough, amidst loud condemnation of 
current happenings, particularly In- Naxl Germany, antl- 
’Semltlsm Is making rapid progress in our own country. 
Hitherto a latent force in American life* It Is mounting 
rapidly to the surface and In already sufficiently in evidence 
to occasion grave alarm lest it Ultimately hold America 
too, within its grip. 

As one German put it last we6k, "How amusing that you 
Americans should pojnt fingers of scorn at us! Whai is happen- 
ing here is mere child's play compared to what will happen in 
in America, which already shelters half the Jews of the world. Not 
next year or even a decade from now. But in a generation or two, 
moat certainly. You have all the makings of the biggest *nti- 
Jewlsh drive in history in your own midst. Don’t be too bOnd to 
see wh.at’s going on about you and don’t be so self-righteous that 
you fail to recognize the invariable symptoms." 

Last spring, a friend' 1 on one of our Social Science faculties 
laughingly told me that he had had a new experience. During 
the course of a lecture, he had spoken of anti-Semitic feeling 
in America and had remarked that this 
boded ill for the future. Loud hisses 
from several Jewish students and a 
prominent campus "Leftist” leader, not 
a Jew, had greeted his casual observa- 
tion. This was, of course, a case of 
fear reaction, resting on the false prem- 
ise that nothing can exist unless we 
recognize Its existence. How juvenile 
this attitude on (heir part! No amount of wishful thinking can 
avert the tragedy of anti-Semitism in the Unjted States. Nothing 
save frank discussion .can curb it before it attains dangerous pro- 
portions. High praise is. therefore, due The Hatchet for opening 
the whole question at this time. There are, indeed, few graver 
problems in contemporary American life. 

The pattern of anti-Semitism in America today closely paral- 
lels that in pre-Hitler Germany. As there, so here today— Jews 
commonly find It impossible to rerif apartments or to buy homes 
in desirable localities. (Even enter- 
f Y "n prising Jewish developers will, in many 
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I hea t re Board meetings, and which, 
in addition, had deliberately taken 
upon itself the power to distribute 
money to various organizations that 
have a theatrical interest? 

And why did not the Student 
Council -if the Literary Club had 
not made an official move, to Join 
the board --take into consideration 
the fact that the Literary Club had 
made a request for $50.00 to do 
some dramatic work -a request that 
wafi turned in to the council by 
Norman Rose, president ? And, In 
another instance, what about the 
club s request for a magazine ap- 
propriation? Why whs (hat ignbred 
in the final budget?- i-tow could it 
have been ignored when Mr Rose 
handed to Wayne -Kniffin a jpros- 
pectus.on the magazine twice, and 
when Mr. Kniffin, in turn, reported 
Council on two 
nlfferenf occasions? And why If 
the council desired further data, 
did it not send an official request 
for such data? 

These questions must be answer- 
ed by- the Student CouhclL and 
should be of tremendous Interest 
to the Hatchet because of Its evi- 
dent desire Jo dear up the drama 
s tuation.

2. Each student registered in 
the University was entitled to 
one vote. 

3. Five votes wbre allowed 
for every "drag" Homecoming 
Ball ticket sold prior to the 
closing of the contest and three 
votes for every "stag" ticket 
sold. 

4. The individual having the 
most votes Would be crowned 
as University-' Sweetheart " 

It is with the third provision out- 
lined above that I would like to 
criticise. It seems to me to be 


eminently unfair to all concerned 
when $1.75 for admission to a dance 
will cancel five "popular” votes. 
And those individuals who had' pur- 
chased "co-op" books earlier in the 
fall were not entitled to any votes 
although they had bought and paid 
for a ticket to the dance. 

The Homecoming Committee was 
responsible for running the "an- 
nual” sweetheart contest in this 
manner but they cannot honestly 
be blamed. The dance was their 
Only means of income to pay for 
the entire Homecoming program 
and it Just had to be a financial 
success. The committee took his 
best means possible to insure the 
success of the dance. 

You cannot criticize the Pan- 
Hellenic Association for not order- 
ing their member sororities to with- 
draw their candidates because the 
Homecoming program is definitely 
for the good of the school and every 
campus organization is bound, in 
theory at least, to support things 
of this nature. 

Thus the solution to the original 
question still remains unanswered. 

I hope that next year, however, 
the Homecoming Committee will b« 
able to insure their dance by some 
other means and return the "Uni- 
versity Sweetheart" contest to the 
popular vote of the students.

The Student Life Commit- 
tee has received the application for 
a lax interpretation of Rule 6, but 
as yet nothing has been decided.

Hudson Wetls, » president of 
Magna Carta, who presided at the 
meeting, said: 

’The Student Life Committee last 
year refused Magna Carta permis- 
sion to participate in a drive to 
raise- funds . for an ambulance to 
be sent to Spain, because of its 
strict interpretation of Rule 6. This 
past decision may influence - the re- 
sult of the Symphony Club’s appli- 
cation." 

At the present time the commit- 
tee is studying past material on the 
rule, and checking over all future 
possibilities. 

William' Gaussman, delegate from 
the Farm-Labor Party, In commit- 
ing on the much-discussed rule, 
said, "Rule 6 embodies a theory of 
intellectual isolation which is in 
plain contradiction to truth. So 
long as it is impossible to keep 
’outside’ ideas from penetrating into 
this sacred block, it is foolish to 
prohibit associations frbm express- 
ing those ideas on this campus In 
conjunction with other persons."

from the Idea of publishing a maga- 
zine without the administration's 
blessings up to a motion which 
was tabled until the next meeting 
and which dealt with renouncing 
altogether the club’s intention of 
undertaking such a publication.

Administration Questioned 

Others present felt that the Ad- 
ministration was putting moral 
judgment far ahead of literary or 
artistic skill and that the discre- 
tion and intelligence of the mem- 
bers in regard fo a standard of 
propriety was being Ignored. 

The discussion <vas finally termi- 
nated by a motion which was pass- 
ed and which suggested that the 
Board of Editors meet with Dean 
Henry Gratton Doyle, chairman of 
the Publications Committee, and at- 
tempt to bring about some form of 
compromise that would be agree- 
able to both srdes. 

No definite action was taken on 
the problem of the Theatre Board 
or on the rejection by the Student 
Council of the club’s recent request 
for $50 for drama purposes. Tyto 
resolutions pertaining to these 
questions were turned over to a 
committee, which will consider and 
act upon them before the next 
business meeting.

well as financial assistance are 
now being provided 288 sty- 
dents of the University by the 
National Youth Administration, 
according to' a recent announce- 
ment by Miss Myrna Sedgewick, 
University director of N. Y. A. Aid. 

Numerous tasks of great variety 
arse now - being performed Under 
N. y. A. funds, which give the stu- 
dent training for his prospective 
vocation, aid him to complete his 
educatibm and help 'the University. 
Virtually all departments of. the 
Universily have assistants in sec- 
retarial or technical capacities. 

The general practice in assign- 
|ing students to positions is to have 
them work in the department in 
which they plan to major, Miss 
Sedgewick explained. However, 
therq are many employed in the li- 
braries and administrative offices. 

In the science departments, stu- 
dents prepare the apparatus and 
materials for use by the classes, 
and also some are preparing charts 
and photographs for use in class- 
room and books. 

In the social science and lan- 
guage departments stenographic 
work Is the leading type. Students 
are also engaged in grading papers, 
in taking class roll, and in other 
special work such as making ab- 
stracts of books and carrying on 
research. Speech recording is han- 
dled by students in the public 
speaking department. 

The average undergraduate earns 
$15 a month, and graduates from 
$20 to $30. The rate per hour is 
determined by the supervisor of 
the work. 

In exceptional cases, when the 
opportunity for experience seems 
especially worthwhile, Miss Sedge- 
wick has assigned students ,woi*k 
outside the University. Some have 
worked in specialized organiza- 
tions, such as with the Traffic Bu- 
reau In collecting data on acci- 
dents, or with specialized libraries 
or personnel agencies. 

Though need is the main con- 
sideration in the allotment of the 
jobs, Miss Sedgewick pointed out 
that preference is now being given 
to those with high scholarship.

Long-term athletic relationships 
with nearby eastern and southern 
Universities will be encouraged, 
rgther than one and two year agree- 
ments with major intersections! 
rivals. However, due to the cosmo- 
politan nature of the University 
student body, and location of 
alumni in every state, intersectional 
games will not be abolished, but 
will be limited to one or two games 
yearly wth institutions in more re- 
mote sections of the country. 

Largely due to Farrington’s keen 
desire to give the student body op- 
portunities to participate in minor 
sports, and his efforts In that di- 
rection, a varied rtflmber of intra- 
mural sports are available to them.

Corker refuted Mr. Williams’ 
statement that the United States 
was a signator of the Versailles 
treaty. "The United States never 
signed this treaty," he said. Corker 
expressed the hope that if Great 
Britain and America meet again it 
will not be on the battlefield as in 
1914. 

Professor McIntyre of the Law 
School presided at the debate and 
acted as chairman of the open 
forum which followed the debate.

The Buckeyes displayed a tight 
zone defense, which the Buff and 
Blue were unable tb break up, and 
the Colonials were forced to make a 
majority of their points on long 
shots from far out on the floor. 

The ragged passing of the George 
Washington team was a major fac- 
tor in their defeat, many of their at- 
tempts being intercepted by the 
alert Buckeyes, who presented a 
quint vastly superior to the one 
which fell before the Colonials here 
last year.

• "MUNICIPALITIES and the 
Law in Action,” a recent publi- 
cation, was edited by Prof. John 
A. Mclntire, a member of the 
faculty of the George Washing- 
ton University Law School. Pro- 
fessor Mclntire teaches Municipal 
Corporations at the Law School, 
the subject with which the book Is 
primarily concerned. The assistant 
editor is Mr. Charles S. Rhyne, a 
recent honor graduate of the 
George Washington University Law 
School and a former student editor 
of the George Washington Univer- 
sity Law Review. 

This volume is presented by the 
National Institute of Municipal 
Law Officers, of which Professor 
Mclntire Is the Executive Director, 
and sets forth municipal law In ac- 
tion as seen by active city attorneys 
on the firing line. 

Among the many interesting pa- 
pers presented are a greeting by 
the Attorney General of the United 
States, Homer S. Cummings, and 
an opening address by Dean Wil- 
liam C. Van Vleck. Dean of the 
George Washington University Law 
School. 

The scope of the publication Is 
wide and includes such timely and 
vital topics ns "Slum Clearance and 
the United Slates Housing Act” by 
Leon H. Keyserling; "Local Taxa- 
tion for Relief,” by William C. 
Chanler; "Scientific Methods of 
Prosecuting Drunken Drivers," by 
Walter J. Mattlson, and "Tort Lia- 
bility of a Municipality,” by Ray- 
mond J. Kelly. 

Also covered In the volume are 
discussions on Taxation, Municipal 
Law, Democracy, Holising, Federal, 
State and City Relations, Ordi- 
nances and Ordinance Enforcement, 
Tort Liability, Public Utilities, and 
Municipal Contracts. 

Among the Important issues cov- 
ered In the Taxation discussions are 
the Amusement Tax, Documentary 
Stamp Tax, Automobile Parking Lot 
Tax, Highway Privilege Tax, City 
Sales Tax, Use Tax, and Utility Tax 
on Consumers. New Sources of 
Revenue, Relief Revenue, Tax Limi- 
tations and the tax systems of large 
cities such as New York and Phil- 
adelphia are also thoroughly torn 
apart and put together again. 

The Housing problefn as .Intro- 
duced and discussed includes Slum 
Clcrance, Demolition, Vacation. Re. 
pair of Substandard Buildings, and 
Equivalent Elimination. 

Papers were presented on the 
P.W.A., T.V.A. and R,F.C. in c6n- 
ncctlon with both Public Utilities 
and federal, State and City Rela- 
tions' meetings. 

Municipal Tort Liability was pre- 
sented In detail, Immunity or Rea- 
sonability, Procedures to Prevent 
Fraudulent Claims, and the Atti- 
tude of Municipal Law Officer's on 
the subject all being thrashed out 
in forum discussion and In speeches 
prepared and presented by promi- 
nent men in the field.
